Local family has housing rehabilitation in its blood

\ Toes vour baby has to sleep in the 
bathroom, you know it’s time for 
larger quarters. It was 1953 and 

Harold and Dorothea Rutter were living in 

Andover, Judy, their youngest child, slept 

in the bathroom so that Hal, Dottie and 

their son, Stephen, could get some sleep at 

night. It didn’t take long for them to realize 

it was time to find a larger house. 

54 Morton St. (circa 1780) 

One day, Hal came home and said to his

wife, “Dottie, I found a house you may want 
to look at. But, then again, you may not 
even want to go in it.” 

The couple went to 54 Morton St. and 
found what Dottie describes as “a filthy 
mess.” The house, abandoned for years, fea- 
tured garbage, rats and places where the 
floor had fallen through, exposing the attic. 
Dottie recalls the woman living next door 
coming over and saying, “They should burn 
this house to the ground.” Somehow Hal

case dismissed 


State law doesn’t give 
public the right to know

Ruling that the public does not 
have the right to know why Sam 
Campbell, former West Middle 
School principal, was forced to 
resign, an Essex County Superior 
Court judge has dismissed a civil 
action filed by parents against 
Dick Neal, superintendent of 
Andover schools. 

Judge Joseph Grasso Jr. has 
ruled that under state law only 
the principal himself, in this case 
Dr. Campbell, can use a court 
action to find out the good-cause 
reasons for his dismissal. 

“The statutory procedure is a 
duty owed by superintendents to 
school supervisors personally 
that only affected supervisors 
have the right to enforce through 
an action” in the courts, Judge 
Grasso wrote in his opinion, 
“Nowhere does this statute give 
the public the right to see the

Hey parents, listen to the 
advice of Phillips, Academy ,10th- 
graders Sarah, who is from 
Rochester, N.H., and Cristina, 
who is from West Haven, Conn.: 

“T know that parents worry a 
great deal, and they have every 
right to worry,” says Cristina, 
who is 15. “But most Phillips 
Academy students work so hard, 
they are so responsible.” 

“Tf their child gets in here, 
they should be proud,” adds 
Sarah, who also is 15, “because 
this is one of the best schools in 
the country. So if they don’t get 
the best grades, it’s OK.” 

Other advice for parents: 
‘Don’t talk down to kids,” offers 
Sarah. “It’s fine when they’re 3 
or 4 years old.” 

“Privacy,” says Cristina, 
bringing up a subject dear to 
both of them. “At home, I knock 
and open the door of my sister, 
because she’s younger. Now that 
I’ve been here, I’m not going to 
do it any more. There are 40 peo- 
ple in our dorm. It’s helpful to 
have someone knock and wait. 
Parents should do that, too.” 

More about parenting: “I 
think that if parents instill basic 
moral values, no matter how 
much kids rebel when they’re in 
high school, they’ll come back to 
basic values, they’ll be like their 
parents, it’s true,” says Cristina. 

“Are you scared?” asks Sarah. 

“No, my parents are pretty 
cool,” answers Cristina. “Kids 
turn out to be like their parents, 
but improved.” 

Another piece of advice for 
Phillips parents the girls have 
is to give your kids plenty of 
quarters for the laundry. 

Asked if they have enough 
money and if they’re able to 
spend it wisely, being away from 
home, Cristina says, “I did little 
shopping trips and I learned 
from that. I am learning from my 
financial mistakes. After Christ- 
mas, when I get more money put 
into my account, I will act more 
responsibly.” 

Other advice for parents: “I 
know so much stuff intellectual- 
ly, but I can’t apply it all,” says 
Cristina. “It’s OK to make a mis- 
take. I make a mental note if I 
make a mistake. 

“If you are completely led 
every step of the way, then you 
won’t have any mental tools,” 
adds Cristina. 

“Tf their parents want them to 
live with them their whole life, 
then they should totally control 
them,” offers Sarah. 

“IT know I underestimate 
younger people,” says Cristina.

“Parents have to learn: We 
will learn from our mistakes,” 
says Cristina.

Do you know if you want to 
marry? “Whatever happens,” 
says Sarah. 

“It’s not in my frame of con- 
cept right now,” says Cristina. “I 
am focusing on improving 
myself.” 

Do you want a career? “It 
would be nice not to work at 
McDonald’s,” answers Sarah. 

“T like to analyze my friends’ 
problems,” says Cristina. 
“Maybe I'll be a psychologist.” 

What do your parents do? 
Cristina says her father is a pho- 
tographer for Yale University 
and her mother teaches art class- 
es, Sarah says her father works 
at the Portsmouth Naval Ship- 
yard, but she’s not sure what he 
does there except, “He works on 
submarines.” Her mother is an 
auditor for the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

What do you think of 
Andover? Although they both 
say it’s a friendly community, 
they think a movie theater 
would improve it, and they think 
PA adds a lot to this community. 
“Students spend a lot of money 
at CVS,” says Sarah. 

“T think it’s really good for the 
town to have Phillips,” says 
Cristina.” 

“Maybe the town doesn’t like 
having 1,200 extra kids running 
around,” Sarah wonders.

7,000+ expected 
at Feaster Five

Up to 8,000 runners and walkers are 
expected to take part in Andover’s eighth 
annual Feaster Five Road Race Thanksgiv- 
ing morning, now one of New England’s 
premier road races. 

“All plans are moving along well and we 
are expecting a record crowd once again,” 
Dave McGillivray, race director, said this 
week. “To date, almost 3,000 runners have 
registered, which is double what we had on 
this day last year.” 

The race — actually a 5-mile race, a 3.1- 
mile race and the Kids 1k — drew a total of 
6,696 participants last year. 

Bill Pennington, co-race director, 
attributed the large number of early 
entrants to the limited number of sweat- 
shirts to be given out this year, and said it 
did not likely indicate that twice as many 
people would take part in the race. 

Significant changes this year include: 

¢ National television coverage on ESPN’s 
Running and Racing. The show will be 
taped and aired in early December; 

e Race sweatshirts to only the first 6,500 
participants to register, not to all runners 
as in previous years;

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Community, town clean pathway

How do you undo 25 years of 
neglect? The neighbors of High Plain 
Road and West Elementary School 
have an answer — you work together. 

During Earth Week in April some of 
these neighbors cleared an old path 
connecting High Plain Road to West 
Elementary School on Beacon Street. 
As a result, students who use this path 
literally have a brighter and clearer 
path to education. 

“The path itself was not overgrown 
but the woods was (closing in) so that it 
was almost spooky for little kids,” said 
Betty Cooper of Turner Circle. “It’s 
almost sad that little kids who live 
within a two-minute walk of school 
would get on a bus and ride around for 
30 minutes rather than have to tackle 
High Plain Road.” 

According to Ms. Cooper, who 
helped organize the clean-up, the path 
was built about 25 years ago when West 
Elementary was enlarged and people 
realized the dangers involved for 
young students walking along the 
winding roads leading to the school. 

But since that time the path has 
been left alone. 

“They built the paths and never did 
anything to them — no maintenance at

ent approach to supporting a center 
this year, he said, 

“Regrouping has been a challenging 
experience for us because I think most 
of the public, they don’t understand 
what most of these youth have gone 
through for close to two years,” said 
Mr. Fahey, “The Youth Council, this is 
what they've told me, they don’t want 
to spend all their time going to hun- 
dreds and hundreds of meetings for a 
building if it’s not going to happen.” 

Instead, while they will still support 
building a center, the youth will try to 
devote more of their time to creating 
new youth programs. 

“It’s a matter of creating balance, If 
we're going to talk about a community 
center how is this group going to be 
involved,” he said. “If there was a clear 
path, they would get right on it, 


“Ideally (the youth) want a place for 
young people to identify with and call 
their own, but it looks like just a youth 
center itself isn’t going to take place in 
Andover,” said Mr, Fahey. “The Youth 
Council would be willing to pursue the 
use of a youth program at Rec Park if 
they had control over certain ele- 
ments.” 

Last year, a proposal to build a pri- 
vately-funded youth center at Rec Park 
was defeated at Town Meeting. Cur- 
rently, town officials are supporting a 
$1.7 million plan to build a Rec Park 
community center with taxpayers’ 
money. 

Mr. Fahey said the youth would sup- 
port a community center — as opposed 
to a youth center — if they felt sure 
their needs would be considered a pri- 
ority. 

According to the $1.7 million request 
in the town manager’s Capital 
Improvement Plan, the Department of 
Community Services would have con- 
trol of the building, a prospect the 
youth support. 

“That way DCS would have a priori- 
ty for scheduling and since my position 
falls under there, the youth program 
would have priority for scheduling. It 
has potential to be a really good union, 
a really good partnership,” said Mr. 
Fahey. “It would give the youth a place 
that they can view as their own.” 

The proposal for a 10,000-square-foot 
building also will allow DCS to offer 
more programs and will create space 
for other community groups, such as 
veterans groups, that are looking for 
space. 

“One of the dilemmas we have at 
youth services is we’re second to 
everyone” when requesting space, said 
Mr. Fahey. The youth “always feel that 
because they can’t vote, they’re on the 
back burner, There’s some legitimate 
concern that if you have it called a 
community center, does their ability 
and power keep decreasing because 
they’re going to come in second to oth- 
er community groups? 

“They don’t have the ability to go to 
Town, Meeting, and yote $100, $200,

and Dottie saw its potential. 

Harold, a‘lifetime resident of 
Andover, drew up plans for the house 
that night and presented them to his 
wife. They made a decision. The Rut- 
ters paid $4,500 for the house and 
quickly got to work. 

The house at 54 Morton St. has a 
rich history. Built around 1791 by 
Judge Samuel Phillips, it originally 
was located at the corner of Main and 
Phillips streets. As Massachusetts His- 
torical Commission records document, 
“Old photographs bring out clearly the 
almost interminable line of barns and 
sheds and stables which stretched out 
along Phillips Street like the tail of a 
comet.” 

From 1791-1797, the “old farm- 
house,” as it commonly was called, was 
both a house and a store managed by 
Jacob Abbot. In 1818, after the second 
Phillips Academy fire, the school’s 
exercises were held there for several 
months. At that time, it was called both 
“The Commons” and “Chocolate Hall” 
and offered living quarters to some of 
the “Theologues” of the day. Twenty 
cows were kept in the stables. 

From about 1869 to 1880, the house 
was occupied by the well-known Dea- 
con Holbrook Chandler, who was at the 
time superintendent of Phillips’ farm 
and buildings. At that time, it was 
called “Sunset Garden” because some 
believed it had the best sunset view in 
Andover. 

In 1880, to make room for the pre- 
sent Tucker House, the house was 
moved to 54 Morton St. after being pur- 
chased by Francis Williamson. The 
Williamsons sold the house to Francis 
C. Robertson, from whom the Rutters 
bought the house in 1953. 

Harold Rutter, with the help of Jim 
Hamilton of Andover, began renovat- 
ing the Morton Street home immedi- 
ately. Dottie remembers how they 
brought a dumpster to the side of the 
house and “just opened the windows 
and began throwing things out.” She 
says, “That’s just the way we were, the 
way we are. We knew that if we wanted 
to get something done, we had to do it, 
make it happen.” 

Forty years later, Harold and 
Dorothy Rutter still live in the house 
on Morton Street. They have three 
grown children. Their daughter, Judy 
Rutter, lives in Freeport, Maine. 
Stephen Rutter lives with his wife, 
Deborah Lancaster-Rutter, at 33 Sum- 
mer St. Their youngest daughter, Jack- 
ie Rutter, and her husband, Andrew 
Gully, live at 42 Summer St. 

Three of the 1995 Andover Annual 
Preservation Awards went to the Rut- 
ter family.

Municipal Maintenance Department 
employees cut down the chestnut tree 
on the corner of Chestnut and Main 
Street Tuesday morning, Oct. 17. 
James Bamford, Andover’s tree war- 
den, said the horse-chestnut tree was 
old and needed to come down, 

Dick Eldred, 63, of 50 Lupine Road, 
said he remembers the old chestnut 
tree from when he was a student at St. 
Augustine School. He used to go with 
the school’s walking patrol up Chest- 
nut Street to Main Street where then- 
police-officer Jack Deyermond would 
help them cross the street. They would 
collect the chestnuts as they passed the 
tree, hollow them out and make toy 
smoking-pipes from them. 

Mr. Bamford offered some trivia 
about chestnut trees. Along with Elm 
and Maple, Chestnut Street is one of 
the most popular street names used in 
the United States, he said. 

“Chestnut probably rates up in the 
top 10,” Mr. Bamford said. 

But the American chestnut, for 
which most streets were named, is 
nearly extinct and the chestnut trees 
most common now are horse chest- 
nuts, like the one taken down last 
week, he said. The American chestnut 
tree suffered a blight around the turn

The American chestnut was a valu- 
able tree because it had edible nuts - 
“just as fleshy as walnuts,” according 
to Mr. Bamford — and the wood did not 
rot. The tobacco barns still in use all 
over the Connecticut River Valley in, 
Western Massachusetts are built of 
American chestnut wood, and never 
need paint. 

If anyone wants “chestnuts roasting 
on an open fire,” as the song goes, 
today they would be best off getting 
Chinese chestnuts, as they are very 
tasty, according to Mr. Bamford. The 
horse chestnut is not.

We 
said it last week in this space: Every- 
one has to live somewhere, and $32,400 
to $40,800 a year is, today, what devel- 
opers say it costs to live in an assisted 
living facility. 

_»That aside, the coming of Marland 
Place is great news for Andover. Reha- 
bilitating the old mill buildings into 
useful, attractive housing is an excel- 
lent answer to decaying, dangerous, 
unsightly buildings. We think the 
complex will turn the Stevens Street 
site into a desirable area. 

Called a community within a com- 
munity, with a Main Street running 
down its middle, the complex will fea- 
ture a beauty salon, post office, 
library, gift shop, cafe and other retail 

_ services on the first floor. It will be the 
ideal living situation for many elderly 
people who need assistance in daily 
living chores. 

Congratulations to Andover’s Plan- 
ning Department, and especially to 
Laura DeGroot, senior planner for the 
town, who back in 1988 with other 
town planners rewrote the town’s zon- 
ing bylaw to create mixed-use zoning, 
which made the Marland Place project 
possible. It’s good to see long-term 
planning coming to fruition seven 
years later.

Writer says book on town’s 
350th is filled with voices 


Editor, Townsman: 

If subsequent events in cele- 
bration of Andover’s 350th 
anniversary are as successful as 
the first, 1996 will be a memo- 
rable year. The October publica- 
tion of Andover: A Century of 
Change, 1896-1996, is this first 
event. At first impression this 
seems to be a “good coffee table 
book,” a handsome picture book 
to peruse in leisure moments. 
Look again. This book is filled 
with voices. 

Inspired by the desire to pro- 
duce a meaningful record of 
Andover’s last century, the pub- 
lications committee of the 
Andover Historical Society con- 
tracted with Eleanor Motley 
Richardson, a previously pub- 


lished ‘author, to! write the ‘Histo- 


ry, One of her writer friends, 


upon hearing of Eleanor’s 
assignment, said, “You’re going 
to write for a committee? I could 
never do that.” Eleanor replied, 
“But you see, I couldn’t write 
this history without a commit- 
tee.” Clearly, the joint effort was 
a success. 

In her acknowledgments, 
Eleanor gives credit to what she 
describes as a community effort 
by a group including the 
Andover Historical Society staff, 
publications committee and vol- 
unteers; town employees; 
Phillips Academy staff and many 
others. Oral history interviews 
with over 150 residents were a 
major source of the frequent 
quotes, and the carefully selected 
photographs depict our past and

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Rose Champy on Special 
Town Meeting subject: 
Rezoning Stirling St. site 


Editor, Townsman: 

My name is Rose Champy and I own the 
property off Stirling Street that is the subject 
of an upcoming Special Town Meeting. I am 
80 years old and J live in Methuen. I am writ- 
ing to ask the people of Andover for their 
help and support for the proposed rezoning 
of my property from industrial to residen- 
tial. | wanted to write this letter so I could 
make clear to everyone why I’m trying to 
rezone the property. 

I am not a wealthy woman and I will not 
be wealthy if the land is sold. My only source 
of income is a monthly Social Security 
check. My father purchased the land around 
1950 so that me and my two other unmarried 
sisters would have something to fall back on 
if we needed to. For several decades, we paid 
the taxes on the property and did nothing 
with the land because there was never a rea- 
son to sell before. But because of a severe ill- 
ness to one of my sisters that brought us 
large medical bills, I signed a purchase and 
sale agreement for $3.2 million in the fall of 
1986, with the closing to be in December 
1986. 

It was a mistake that has changed my life 

and that I’m still suffering from 10 years lat- 
er. The prospective buyer turned out to bea 
land speculator, who after buying the prop- 
erty from me, intended to resell it soon after 
for a very large profit. But the buyer was not 
able to come up with any of the money by 
the closing date, except a $50,000 deposit. My 
advisers persuaded me to sign a paper note 
allowing the buyer to pay over a period of 
time and still receive the title to the proper- 
ty. 
But despite acquiring the title, the 
prospective buyer never came up with the 
money and declared bankruptcy. When I 
filed my tax returns that year, I mistakenly 
reported the sale of the property even 
though I had not received any money for it 
yet. The I.R.S. saw the big gain I reported 
and now wanted their share of it. This is 
how I came to owe so much money to the 
LR.S. 

In 1991, after five years in bankruptcy 
court, I finally regained my title to the prop- 
erty. When I received the title, I faced 
$1,500,000 in liens by the I.R.S. and almost 
$400,000 in back property taxes. To make 
matters even worse, the real estate market 
collapsed, leaving barely any interested par- 
ties in the property. 

This past year, Mr. Willard Perkins has 
proposed to buy the property. He has agreed 
to fulfill my wishes that 70 percent of the 
land be donated to conservation and that 
fewer than 30 homes be built. The property 
needs to be rezoned residential in order to 
preserve the neighborhood. It should never 
have been zoned industrial in the first, place , 
and the last thing I-wantito.see is, that’ land’

converted into the expansion of Brick- 
stone Square. 

If the land is not sold pending the 
rezoning, the I.R.S. will seize my home 
in Methuen and the property off Stir- 
ling Street. When the I.R.S. takes the 
land, they will auction it off and both 
myself and the neighborhood will have 
no control over what happens to the 
land. We all will lose. 

Please understand that I have tried 
to keep in mind the best interest.of the 
neighborhood and the town throughout 
this whole ordeal. By rezoning the 
property, Andover will receive nearly 
$350,000 in revenue from back taxes. 
Also, 70 percent of the property will be 
given to various conservation groups 
like the Conservation Commission, 
AVIS, and the Trust for Public Lands. 

I wish I could hold on to the land for- 
ever but the choice is no longer mine to 
make, I have carried the burden of my 
mistakes for the past 10 years and I 
deeply regret any turmoil I may have 
caused the neighborhood or the town. I 
had never dreamed my life would find 
itself in this horrible situation.

A CONSEQUENCE OF TOOTH LOSS 

If lost teeth are not replaced, there can be adverse 
consequences outside the mouth as well as within. Specifically, 
lost teeth that are not replaced in later years can lead toa 
condition known as angular cheilitis. This inflammation of the 
corners of the mouth is primarily caused by a reduction in the 
vertical dimension of the bite. As the lips tend to overlap more at 
the corners of the mouth and leak saliva, the stage is set for 
irritation and inflammation. First, continuous chafing and repeated 
wetting and drying irritate the tissues about the mouth. Then, 
attempts to relieve the irritation with habitual lip-licking leads to 
worsening of the condition. The inflamed areas may also be 
infected with fungus, which are either the primary cause of 
infection or are more likely to invade areas that have already 
become inflamed. Vitamin deficiencies, particularly involving 
vitamin B2, may further complicate the problem. Angular cheilitis 
should be addressed with prosthodontic treatment.

BORROWING AGAINST YOUR FUTURE 

Those employees who choose to borrow against a defined- 
contribution retirement plan, such as a 401(K) or company profit-sharing 
plan, are subjected to certain limits. Borrowing is restricted to only up to 
half of the employee's vested interest or $50,000 (which ever comes first). 
In addition, the loan must be repaid within five years. The exception to this 
rule involves using the loan to buy a home, in which case a longer payback 
period is allowed. In addition, the loan must be repaid in the event that the 
employee leaves his or her job. When interest is paid on a 401(K) loan, it 
goes back into the account, which is tantamount to employees paying 
themselves interest. 401(K) plans have differing loan provisions, so it Is 
important to check the provisions of your particular company's plan before 
planning to borrow funds for any purpose Increasingly, companies are 
imposing restrictions on loans from these plans, due to administrative 
expense.

written notice of dismissal or the explana- 
tion of reasons therefore.” 


The civil action was filed earlier this year 
by Lynne and Richard Robidoux, parents of 
a West Middle School student, who want the 
superintendent to explain why he wanted to 
get rid of the popular principal. Dr. Camp- 
bell was not involved in the procedure. 


Many parents were outraged this spring 
when, because of intense community inter- 
est, Dr. Campbell acknowledged he had been 
forced to resign. At one point, Dr. Campbell 
opened his personnel file to the public to 
show he had done “nothing sinister” to war- 
rant a forced resignation, but neither he nor 
Mr. Neal would comment significantly about 
Mr. Neal’s decision. 


As part of the court case, lawyers for the 
Robidoux couple pointed out that state law 
requires a superintendent to have good 
cause to fire a school supervisor. Defending 
Mr. Neal, Tom Urbelis and lawyers from 
Morrison, Mahoney & Miller argued, in Mr. 
Urbelis’ words, that “this was not the kind of 
lawsuit that could be brought by private citi- 
zens.” 

Judge Grasso agreed. 


But Mark Miliotis, a lawyer representing 
the Robidouxes, said this is not necessarily 
the end of their effort. 


“We have to evaluate whether we want to 
appeal this ruling. The judge gave a thought- 
ful analysis. I don’t think it’s a correct rul- 
ing, but it’s well thought out,” said Mr. Mili- 
otis. 


“I think the ruling is too broad. It seems 
not to appreciate the interest the public in 
general and parents of students have in fair 
employment practices,” he said. “It doesn’t 
appreciate the manner in which the superin- 
tendent hires and fires has a direct impact 
on education.” 


The year before he was forced to resign,

Dr. Campbell signed a contract with then- 
superintendent Mark McQuillan in which 
he waived his statutory right to be dis- 
missed only for good cause and agreed to 
write a resignation letter if asked to do so by 
Dr. McQuillan or his successor. Mr. Miliotis 
said an appeal would probably focus on this 
contract. 


“I think if we were to appeal we’d want to 
argue that the public does have an interest 
in the types of contracts offered to principals 
and that it does have an impact on the edu- 
cation” given to students, he said. “Pursuing 
the appeal, which would be expensive, 
would be in the interest of people all across 
the state.”

ties and health services, according to 
Ms. Lamparelli. 

“What we’re hoping is that people 
won’t have to keep moving as needs 
change,” she said.

There will be public dining and liv- 
ing rooms, and a beauty salon, post 
office, library, gift shop, cafe and other 
retail services on the first floor of the 
building. 


“What we’re going to do is build a 
Main Street right inside the building,” 
Ms. Lamparelli said. “It will be a com- 
munity within a community.” 

There will also be “professional cui- 
sine,” housekeeping, transportation, 
personal care and 24-hour nursing care 
available for all residents. 

Michael Stoller, president of The 
Newton Group, developer of the pro- 
ject, said he hopes to connect the facili-

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ty directly to Suburban Health Care, 
across the Shawsheen River via the 
bridge between the two properties. But 
that will depend on Suburban, he said. 

“We are very hopeful that the Health 
Care is interested in doing that,” Mr. 
Stoller said. 

The monthly rent for an apartment 
at Marland Place is going to be “$2,700 
to $3,400, in that range,” according to 
Ms. Lamparelli. 


That seems high at first glance, she * 
said, but when one considers it 
includes all living expenses - food, 
transportation, utilities and a number 
of other services — it works out to be 
more reasonable. ;

In developing the Marland Place 
proposal, the developer worked with 
nearly every town department and 
commission, including the Historical 
Commission. Almost all of the original 
mill buildings will be preserved and 
rehabilitated for the new complex, 
including the bell tower. 

Laura DeGroot, chief planner for the 
town, and the community development 
and planning staff back in 1988 rewrote 
the town’s zoning bylaw to create the 
mixed-use zoning that made the Mar- 
land Place project possible. 

“This is totally in keeping with what 
we envisioned back in 1988,” Ms. DeG- 
root said at the ground-breaking cere- 
mony Monday. 

Kaija Gilmore, building inspector, 
also praised the concept and said much 
of the structural work on the site is 
already under way. She said it is feasi- 
ble that the facility could be open in 
nine months. 


State Senator John D. O’Brien Jr., D- 
Andover, worked with the Mas- 
sachusetts Housing Finance Authority 
in getting MHFA to finance the project. 
He saw various proposals for develop- 
ment of the former Marland Mills prop- 
erty while he was a member of 
Andover’s Planning Board and said 
Monday that it was “a tough site for the 
town to deal with.” He said he is happy 
to finally see a plan coming to fruition. 

“This kind of project is what is at 
the heart of the assisted living debate,” 
Sen. O’Brien said. “This is a wonderful 
day. This is a wonderful use for the 
site.” 


Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
praised the developers for “sensitive 
and historic preservation and turning 
(the mill property) around and bring- 
ing it back to life as something that is 
viable today.”

ndover will celebrate its 350th 
Anniversary throughout 1996 

with events ranging from for- 
mer President George Bush keynoting 
the anniversary banquet to the unveil- 
ing of an original choral and instru- 
mental composition commissioned 
specifically to recognize the 350th cele- 
bration. In another British invasion, 
350 youths will fly here from Andover, 
England, for three days of soccer chal- 
lenges. 


Inaugural — Jan. 21 

The 350th inaugural celebration will 
begin at South Church. The Rev. Dr. 
Calvin Mutti will host an interfaith 
blessing with the rectors of other 
Andover congregations and churches. 
The South Church bell will ring at the 
end of the service, setting off an all- 
Andover bell ringing. Weather permit- 
ting, the Medford Fife and Drum Corps 
will lead the South Church gathering 
up School Street to Phillips Academy’s 
Cochran Chapel. 

PA’s William Thomas will direct 
seven Andover choral and instrumen- 
tal groups in a two-hour concert of 
American song. The musical selections 
will focus on the significant events that 
helped shape Andover in the last 350 
years. Narrations portraying impor- 
tant figures from the town - Harriett B. 


Stowe and Bessie Goldsmith, among 
others — will help tell the story. 

A Dixieland jazz group will meet 
with the recessional concert groups for 
assembly on Chapel Avenue to march 
everyone down Bartlet Street to Doher- 
ty School for a reception of Pompy 
Lovejoy’s election cake and hot cider. 
The jazz band will continue to play and 
the festivities will end with a fireworks 
display. 

Andover at “400” - Feb. 10 

A recognized “futurist” keynote 
speaker will launch a series of six sem- 
inars addressing some key questions 
for Andover’s future during the next 50 
years. Panelists from the community 
will represent their specialties appro- 
priate to each seminar’s subject. Envi- 
ronment, land use, buildings, business 
and money, education, science and 
technology and “the soul of Andover” 
will be discussed. 

Celebration ball - March 23 

The celebration ball will be held at 
the Ramada Rolling Green in the deco- 
rated convention center. 

Doris Kearns Goodwin - March 31 

An authority on American history 
and culture will give a talk on “To Pre- 
serve and Protect: The Story of the 
American Presidency” at the Collins 
Center.

Other items on the priority list are 
completion of the $40.5 million schools 
projects, construction of ballfields at 
the gravel pit near Recreation Park, 
and continued upgrading of the town’s 
infrastructure, especially water line 
extensions. 

One particularly bright spot for the 
board this year was the appointment of 
the Andover Commission on Disabili- 
ties. Establishment of the commission 
was approved at April Town Meeting 
and members were named last month. 

Selectmen usually meet on the first 
and third Mondays of the month. Their 
meetings are open to the public.

Town meeting, sometimes called the 
purest expression of democracy, isa 
unique New England institution where 
the town’s major decisions - financial 
and otherwise - are discussed and vot- 
ed by the town’s citizens. 

Andover’s town meeting is open to 
all registered voters in town. 

Bonding, borrowing, eminent 
domain and zoning changes require a 
two-thirds majority vote. 

Town meeting actually starts with 
elections of town officials on the fourth 
Monday in March, then adjourns to 
early April for the actual business of 
town meeting, which usually lasts two 
or three nights.

Andover covers 32.1 square miles — 
31 on land and 1.1 of water. 

Andover’s population is 32,327, 
according to the town’s annual census 
completed in August 1995. That broke 
down to: 12,510 females 17 and over, 
11,168 males 17 and over, 7,761 under 
17, and 888 “unspecified.” 

According to the Andover Data Book 
figures for 1990, compiled by the town’s 
office of Community Development and 
Planning, Andover had 10,892 housing 
units, including 10,429 households 
(groups of related or unrelated people 
living together) and 7,994 families. The 
average household size was 2.8 and the 
average family size is 3.26. 

The average age was 36.4 years old, 
according to 1990 federal census data. 

Andover’s unemployment rate was 4 
percent in July 1995, down from 5.5 the 
previous year, according to state Depart- 
ment of Employment and Training pre- 
liminary data. The town’s labor force 
was 16,341, including 15,680 employed 
residents and 661 unemployed. 

Andover’s high property values 
translate into high tax revenues. The 
town’s property had a fiscal 1995 
assessed value of $2,676,333,252 — 
which provided $47,955,135.71 in tax rev- 
enues, paid by 11,076 taxable accounts. 

Approximately 90 new houses were 
built in Andover in fiscal 1995, fron: 
July 1994 to July 1995, down from 150 
the year before. 

Commercial property was taxed at 
$24.19 per $1,000 of assessed valuation 
in fiscal 1995, while residential proper- 
ty was taxed at $16.06 per $1,000.

100 Years Ago 

October 1895

Police Officer 
John Deyermond, with his sons home 
from the service, decided to do a little 
tree chopping. His home is on the bank 
of the Shawsheen River, the tree was 
on the bank of the Shawsheen River 
and the feeder lines of the New Eng- 
land Power Association were also on 
the bank of the Shawsheen River. 
Before long, a nice sizable limb of the 
tree had made contact with the feeder 
lines, and pretty soon a good part of 
Andover lost contact with the modern 
convenience of electric power and 
light.
